The New Richmond Hotel Destroyed by the Fiames 
~—Thirty Guests, Cut Off from Escape, Barn to « 
Death-A Great Number Badly Iojared— 
Incidents of the Awful Holocaus’. 


Burrato, N. Y., March 18.—Fire was dis- 
covered at 3:30 o’clock this morning in the new 
Richmond hotel. An alarm was sounded and 
the fire department quickly responded. The 
house contained a large number of guests, and 
their heartrending shrieks could plainly be 
heard. Ladders were raised and as many as 
portitle saved. A large number of guests were 
unable to effect their escape. At 4o’clock the 
entire Rickmond hotel, St. James hall and

THE BALD KNOBBERS. 


Six More of the Outlaws in Prison—The Pre- 
liminary Trial. 

Sr. Lovis, March 1%.—The latest advices 
from Ozark,where the Bald§kK nobbers of Chris- 
tian county, lately arrested, are confined, are 
that six more of the band have been captured 
aud that twenty-five aref now under guard in 
Ozark.

The ‘screams of the guests could be heard 
for blocks. At many windows could be seen 
the frightened guests in their night clothes, 
calling loudly for help. At third story win- 
dows two guests were seen by the crowd to fall 
back into the flames. One man jumped- from 
the fifth floor to the roof of a twostory wooden 
building adjoining. He was seriously injured. 
Tke number of persons injured is not 
exactly known. 

Hon. M. W. Boose, of Olean, was terribly 
burned about the hans and wrists, A number 
of insurance men were in the building and sey- 
eral were badly injured. Among them are W. 
J. McKay, of Niagara Falls;C. W. Dubois, of 
Syracuse: W. H. Dewey, Rochester, who escap- 
ed with bad burns, Clinton Bidwell, of Pitts- 
burg, was badly burned. 

At the Emergency hospital are Charles Da- 
vis, of New York, hands and feet badly burn- 
ed; H. B. Smith of the North British Insuramce 
company of New York, hands and feet burned; 
Fdward Whelan, of New York, hands in terri- 
ble condition. They are probably not fatally 
injured. 

The Fiteh hospital contains about eight men 
and one woman. All are in a pretty bad con- 
dition, more or less seriously injured. All are 
from out of town, except the woman. Two in- 
jured persons are at the sisters’ hospital and 
four are at the general hospital. 

The building was situated at the corner of

TWEL¥E PERSONS WERE BURNED TO DEATH. 

Many were badly burned and injured, Mr. 
W hittaker reports that a large amount of dia- 
monds were in the hotel last night. E. B.

In a very few minute;, 
as the guests were roused and saw the interior 
exits cnt off they turned to the windows, 
They could be seen in their night clothes 


standing out clear and vivid before the lurid 
| background of flames. Their screams were 
| horrible to hear and they could be heard for 

blocks. The flames spread to the southeast 

side of the hotel first. The firemen did noble 
_ work and confined the fire to the narrow limits 
of the three buildings named. Their work of 
rescue bad many exciting incidents. The tele- 
graph wires were, as usual, in the way of the 
ladder brigade and much valuable time wa; 
lost in getting the ladders.past them. 

Among the guestsin the hotel were about 
twenty insurance agents, who had come on to 
adjust the losses of the great fire at Miller, 
Greiner & Co’s and the Courier office, of Taes- 
day. Perhaps the most thrilling escape of any 
was that of President Whittaker, stepson of 
Proprietor Stafford.- He roomed in the fifth 
story, and when aroused, stepped to a window 


and looked down for a few seconds. Then he 
deliberately dressed himself, and emerging 
irom the window, stood on the stone capping 
above the window beneath. From this capping 
he stepped to the next one along the front of 
the building, and proceeded in this manner to

ARRESTED FOR LIBEL 


The Editer of a Labor Paper of South Car- 
olina in Trouble.

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FIFTY YEARS OLD. 


THE PRESIDENT’S SEMI-CENTEN.- 
NIAL BIRTHDAY. 


Mr. Cleveland Celebrates It by Doing a Large Amount 
of Business—The Interstate Commerce Com mis- 
sioners—The Vacant Secreteryship of the 
Treasury—Personai- Other News. 


WASHINGTON, March 18.—[Special ]—The 
president is fifty years old today. He celebrat- 
ed the occasion by giving his entire attention to 
public business. This morning he received a 
number of handsome floral tributes accompa- 
nied by congratulations. Mrs. Hoyt, the pres- 
ident’s sister, arrived in Washington this morn- 
ing and is a guest at the white house. 

Only three presidents before Mr. Cleveland 
have had the pleasure of celebrating their 
semi-centennials, while in that office. These 
were James K. Polk, Franklin Pierceand Gen- 
eral Grant. James A. Garfleld would have 
been fifty years old bad Guitean’s bullet been 
a month later in concluding its fatal work. 
President Cleveland has the advantage in 
years of many of his predecessors. Washington 
was 57 when he was inaugurated; John Adams 
62; Jefferson, Madson and John Quincy Adams 
58. Menroe was 58; Jackson 62; Van Baren 
58, and Harrison 68. General Grant was the 
youngest and Harrison the oldest of the presi- 
dents. 

THURMAN CLOSETED WITH THE PRESIDENT. 

Ex-Senator Thurman was closeted with the 
president for an hour and a half today. It was 
not possible to learn positively whether the 
conference had reference to the appointment 
of the interstate commerce commissioners, the 
Pacific railroad investigation, or the secretary- 
ship of the treasury. It seemed to be the 
opinion, however, of men whose judgment of 
the matter ought to be pretty good, that the 
treasury portfolio was under discussion, and 
that Judge Thurman may be ‘selected as Mr. 
Manning’s successor. In support of the theory 
that Mr. Fairchild has not yet been selected 
for the place, it is positively asserted by those 
who profess to know that Mr. Mr. Carlisle was 
offered the place Saturday and declined. This 
would leave the place still open with the 
choice of its being offered to Judge Thurman. 

THE INTERSTATE COMMISSIONERS, 

Ex-Governor Robingon had a talk with the 
president on the interstate commerce appoint- 
ments, and for the second time declined one of 
the positions, The president is giving all his 
attention to the selection of the interstate 
commerce commissioners, whose appointment 
is daily expected. Until this question 1s dis- 
posed of, there seems to be but little proba- 
bility of the appointment of a secretary of the 
treasury. Nowthat there has been so much 
delay in the matter, it is taken for granted that 
Mr. Manning’s successor will not be named 
until the date when his resignation takes effect. 

AN OCTOBER SESSION PROBABLE. 

Representative Townshend is still in the 
city, but will soon leave for his home in Illi- 
nois. Hesayshe expects an extra session of 
congress to be called in October. He does not 
think there isany need for congressto meet 
betore then, but there are many reasons why 
they should meet at that time. The deficiency 
billand the river and harbor bill, he thinks, 
will need to be acted on before congress meets 
in December, and besides that it is important 
that the house should be organized and pre- 
pared for work soon enough to get through 
with their before political dis- 
cussions begin to take up the 
time. It is desirable that they 
should do as muchas possible at the session 
just preceding a political contest, and adjourn 
early. There is bound to be much time taken 
up on the floor of the house in talking politics, 
and unless there is an extra session called in 
October, the prospects of doing much work 
during the session are not good. He does not 
expect any contest over the speakership or the 
organization of the house, and thinks that if 
there is to be any revision of the tariff, the 
executive will have to take a hand in it.

case in point. This is “the captured and 
abandoned pro act.” It was passed by 
the senate on 2d of March, 1865, and by 
the house on the day following. Congress ex- 
pired on the 4th of March and the bil! was not 
signed by President Lincoln until March 12th. 
No question was ever raised as to the legality 
of that act and the subsequent act to declare 
the original act _valid was not 

for that purpose only, but mainly to amend 
the law in certain particulars. The court of 
claims in the case of Fleming Hodges ys. the 
United States, gives an interesting historical 
syllabus of “the captured and auatueed prop- 
erty act.” Itappears that the whole amount 
of property taken under this act was $31,722,- 
466. The cost of collection and the amougt 
released to claimants aggregated $10,750,675, 
leaving a balance of $20,971,790. Of this sum 
there has been paid to claitmants $10,459,755, 
leaving in the treasury $10,512,007, held 
by the governmont in trust for the rightful 
owners. Nearly all of this amount would by 
this time have been restored to the rightfal 
owners, but for the decision of the court of 
claims that the claimants must prove their loy- 
a'ty to the federal government. The supreme 
court reversed this decision three years after it 
was made, but then the statute of limitations 
barred all claimants. Congress after congress 
bas refuzed to reopen the court of claims ‘to 
the rightful owners of this property, who were 
thus deprived oftheir rights by an illegal de- 


cision. 

The $31,722,466 reported as seized and sold 
under the captured and abandoned property 
act, represents but a small portion of the prop- 
erty which was really taken in the name of 
the federal‘government. Admiral Porter hag 
more than once exposed the disgraceful traffic 
which was carried on by certain union officers 
in the Mississippi. campaign. Some of them 
made themselves rich by robbing the confeder- 
ates and then swindling the union treasury 
out of the plunder. A gentleman who lived in 
New Orleans just after the war tells me that a 
prominent union general, who then had his 
headquarters in that city, was sup- 
posed for good reasons to have made 
a million dollars in this rascally business. 
Some of the minor officials feathered their 
nests well, but they did not have the magnifi- 
cent opportunities for stealing which were pre- 
sented tothe generals, and which were toe 
often accepted. While one set of men were 
robbing the dead confederacy of the little 
money it had left in Eugland another set were 
plundering the overflowing tills of the victor. 

A contract has been awarded for the filling 
of beautiful Babcock lake which lies within a 
few feet ofthe base of the Washington monn- 
ment. The lake has been used for breedin 
purposes by the fish commission. [or severa 
winters past it has been the popular resort for 
Washington skaters of all social grades. Inthe 
opinion of the engineers the proximity of the 
lake to the monument endangered the founda- 
tion of that enormous pile, so the fish and the 
skaters will have to surrender their old play- 
ground. 

The many niches in the walls of the capitol 
are gradually being filled. In one of these 
above the reserved gallery of the senate has 
just been placed a fine bust of John C. Cal- 
houn. It is the work of Mr. Theodore Mills, 
son of the late Clark Mills. The young sculptor 
has been highly praised for the artistic excel- 
lence of his work and for his suecess in obtain- 
ing an admirable likeness of Mr. Calhoun. He 
is now ongaged on a bust of General Logan, 
which is to occupy another niche in the senate 
chamber.

AN INLAND SEA. 


Breaking of an Ice Gorge in Dakota-- 
Destruction of Property. 

BrsMARcCK, Dak., March 18.—Washburn’s 
gorge broke last night, and early this morning 
the river began to rise rapidly. A gorge was 
formed below the city. The ice carried every- 
thingwith itand struck a warehouse of the 
Northern Pacific railroad. The workmen nar- 
rowly escaped drowning, and in less than two 
hcurs from the time of the gorge the water 
was in thesecond stories of the river boarding- 
houses, which had been built on what was con- 
sidered high ground. The warehouse, which 
is nearly 700 feet in length, wasSmoved bodily 
over thirty feet and sent crashing against the 
bluffs. The loss of the tuilding will be over 
$15,000. 

The land south of Bismarck, comprising 
8.000 acres, is now one vast sea, and the ice is 
going over the newly-made channel in this 
body of surplus water at the rate of ten miles 
per hour. 

The river at this point, which is usually 
three-quarters of a mile wide, is now over six 
miles in width. Northern Pacific trains will 
be unable to cross the river for several days 
and Bismarck will be the western terminus for 
a week. The superintendent attempted 
to go to Mandon, but the water 
on the west§§ side of the river 
is flowing four feet deep over the track, and 
the firesin the engine were put out. Mandon 
is submerged, and people in the lower part of 
the city have been moving into the upper sto- 
ries of their dwellings. All small dwellings 
on the banks of the stream have been swept 
away or destroyed, and steamboats lying at 
Rock Haven are in danger. The high trestle 
of the Northern Pacific at this point has been 
da waged.

Pathetic Scenes After 
From an Exchange.

The young woman 
looked the injured all over, and, as she did not 
recognize her husband among the number, a gleam 
of hope seemed to light up her countenance. Then 
she came to the young man, Harry Gay, who was 
dying. Tne moment she looked at him her face 
turned as white as a sheet, and instinctively her 
hand convulsively clutched the region of her heart.

The 
state is overwhelmingly democratic, and the 
result, as it stands, would not be greatly 
different if the republican party here were as 
well organized and ‘disciplined. as it is in 
Ohio or Ilinois. 

But there is no such organization here. 
There are republican voters in Georgia, but 
no republican party. The white republicans 
are confessedly disgusted with the negroes, 
and the negroes feel that, they have been 
made tools of by the white republicans. Con- 
sequently there is no republican organiza- 
tion. In the congressional elections last 
year there were no republican candidates. 
The natural result was that there were no re- 
publican votes cast. The democrats, being 
thoroughly aware of this’apathy on the part 
of the republicans, cast a very. small vote. 

There is another fact that must be taken 
into consideration. The negroes in Georgia, 
whatever may be their condition in other 
states, seem to be thoroughly contented and 
happy. They are accumulating property, 
building themselves homes, and educating 
their children. ‘They are growing conserva- 
tive in their politics, and there are many 
democratic voters among them.

When the 
priest alighted from the train he was greeted 
with a great cheer, followed by music from a 
d engaged for the occasion. The mayor 
sha council then, on behalf of the people of 
Cork, presented Father Keller withan ad- 


Father Keller on the journey to Dablin re- 
ceived an ovation at the stations. He was met at 
Thurles by Archbishop Croke and twelve 
priests. The archbishop assured Father Kell- 
er of his sympathy and approval, and he 
warned the tory government that the attempt 
to crush the priesthood would fail. 

On his arrival at Dublin Father Keller was 
enthusiastically received. He was not convey- 
ed to jail. Entering the. lord mayor's carriage 
he was driven through the city to the Imperial 
hotel. The carriage was followed by thous- 
ands of people with banners, bands of music,

MENTIONED IN COMMONS. 


Members Denounce the Outrage 
Acainst Father Keller, 

Lonpon, March 18.—John Dillon, in the 
house of commons this evening, profested 
against the arrest of Father Keller, at Youghal, 
today. Mr. Balfour, chief secretary for Ireland, 
denounced Mr. Dillon’s violent language and 
his partisanship in accusing the Irish police of 
misleading the magistrate in the case and 
goading the people to resistance. Balfour de- 
clared that Irish agitators’ were really 
responsible for goading the people of 
Ireland into rebellion. Touching the arrest of 
Father Keller, Mr. Balfour said 
that the bankrupcy court had 
power to summon anybody, whether 
priest or layman, asa witness, and if sucha 
summons be disobeyed the only option of the 
couft was to enforce the law and imprison the 
recalcitrant. ‘ 

Mr. Labourchere reproached Balfour for 
having, as he said, shirked his duty in failing 
to answer the charge of inhumanity 
brought against the police. He hoped that 
whenever Balfour turned loose his myrmidons 
without consulting a magistrate, the Irish 
people would resist, asthey were now resist:

ing. 

Mr. Parnell protested strongly agaiust the 
absence of any attempt on part of the govern- 
ment tomeet the strong case that had been 
brought against them. Balfour, he said, would 
not escape retribution and judgment of his-

esperate attempt to kill Mr. Jack Carroll, the 

bookkeeper, yesterday morning. 

Soon after Mr. Carroll reached the store in 
the morning he called Phillips to him and 
gave him some instructions about moving 
some goods. The negro was standing by the 
stove and instead of obeying Mr. Carroll’s 
orders moved nearer the stove and taking out 
his knife began whittling.

Br. Carroll was standing in front of his 
desk, with his back to the darky, when the in- 
sulting remark was made. He wheeled about 
quickly, as the negro rose to his feet, and gave 
him a hard kick, quickly followed by a lick 
with his fist. Phillips was too stout to be af- 
fected by either Mow, and raising his knife 
over his head, started at Mr. Carroll, cutting as 
he advanced.

The men were riding from this city toward their 
home. On the way they had an altereation, the re- 
sult of whigh was that Weeks hit Nash over the 
head with a quart bottle, nearly full of whisky. A 
few Nash died, and in due 
course ol Weeks was tried for 
murder. his defense it was 
urgedthat he had no imtention of killing his 
brother-in-law and had no malice toward deceased, 
but that, on the contrary, the relations between 
them had always been of the most friendly nature; 
that immediately after Nash had been strnck, de- 
fendant exhibited great sympathy for him and 
aidedin caring for him; also that the blow was 
struck in self-defense. It was also urged that 
Nash’s death was not the. resultef the blow, bnt 
that, after he was struck, he was 

laced in a wagon to be conveyed to his home. 

n the way there the wagon became mired in & 
creek, and one of companions hurried home 
for assistance while the other went after a physi- 
cian. They left Nash alone, thinking he was too 
badly hurt to be able to move from the wagon. 
When they came back they found that he had 
fallem in the creek, and it was claimed that his 
death resulted from that. fall. Upon 
trial in the superior court, the jury 
found Weeks guilty of manslaughter, and he was 
sentenced to ten years in the penitentiary. 

His motion for a new trial being refused, he took 
the case to the supreme court upon exceptions, 
Yesterday that court aflirmed the decision of the 
court below. 

in rendering his decision, Chief Justice Bleckley 
said, that in or ame * whether a _ defen- 

intended to ill, great stress 
frequently put upon collateral cir-, 
cumstances and adjuncts of the act, such as rela- 
tionship, subsequent sympathy and the like; and 
the main act was In some measure overlooked. 
The fact is that one of the principal modes of de- 
termining the intention to kill is the fact that de- 
fendant did kill by using an instrument likely to, 
produce death. 

He says; ‘‘Intention is often more stromgly indi- 
cated by the main act than by itsadjuncts. The 
killing of a human being with an instrument like- 
ly to produce death is a stupendous fact as a guide 
to intention.”’ :

CHICAGO, March 18—The wheat market was 
strong at the opening, May starting at 82 cents, a 
full advance of % over closing last night. This 
was due in part to better cables and good buying 
by_ local houses. The market advanced to 82% and 
then fell off gradually to 804, though inside 
figures were not reached until late in theafternoon, 
followed by a slight rally, the market closing for 
the day 1% under yesterday. Buying for June 
delivery was more actfve and the difference be- 
tween two months was considerably lessened at 
the close of trading. Receipts again showed a fall- 
ing off, aggregating 365,000 bushels at eleven points. 
Seaboard clearances were 158,000 bushels. 

There was very little speculation in corn earlyin 
the day, but as the session advanced offerings 
became very large, and they resulted in breaking 
the priee for May down from 40% to 59%, where 
price stood at the close. Receipts continue to be 
large, with good shipping demand. 

Oats ruled a shade easier and closed duil, 

Mess pork remains inactive, 

Lard was unsettled and weak. Offerings were 
liberal and there was an early decline of 15 to17'4 
cents per 100 pounds with moderately free trading 
at the decline. The market rallied 5 to 7% cents, 
but broke off 10 to 12'4 and closed 20 cents lower 
than yesterday. 

Short ribs were offered freely and a full decline 
of 20 to 22% cents occurred.

The Ballard Beggage Transfer Company Takes Hold 
of the Subject and Will Transport Passengers

“A one-horse hack with a coon for driver.” 

“Call a cab.” 

“And what's a cab?” 

“Oh, well, now; that is altogether a different 
thing.” 

CABS FOR ATLANTA, 

"Yesterday the Ballard Transfer company, of 
Atlanta, and J. Theodore Gurney, of Boston, 
signed, sealed and delivered the documents 
whereby Atlanta will have a cab system within 
thirty days. 

The first cabs will probably be seen on the 
streets in about three weeks. 

What are they like? 

Well, the first to come will be the ‘‘four pas- 
senger, two-wheeled Gurneys.”’ This is said 
to be the lightest four passenger coach now 
made. This cab isasubstantial vehicle drawn 
by one horse. The driver sits in front of the 
cab, and as the cab is completely enclosed like 
a close carriage he is not on such intimate 
terms with passengers as he would be in driv- 
ing the ‘‘weasly.”. Plate glass all around the 
cab enables the passenger to get a view of the 
street. The door is at the rear and the seats 
are lengthwise. The finishingis very elegant, 
and the vehicle rides very easily. 

A TALK WITH MR. GURNEY. 

“In three or four weeks,” said Mr. Garney 
yesterday, ‘‘we will have two of the cabs iu 
Atlanta, and from that time forward we will 
ship them as they are needed. I think it will 
take about twenty-five cabs, or more, for 
Atlanta: We usually calculate that every 
thousand white people in a city will require 
acab, Atlanta has far more than 25,000 white 
population, and I think the city will take at 
the very lowest calculation twenty-five cals. 
In Boston we have 511 cabs, and by January 
will have 400 there.”’ 

HOW THE THING WORKS, 

As to the system Mr. Gurney said: 

“There will be acentral station where several 
cabs will be kept in waiting subject to call 
either by telephone or otherwise. Other cabs 
will be stationed at different places in the busi- 
ness part of the city. If you want a cab, and 
there is not one in sight, you simply steptoa 
telephone and order one from the cab station. 


+ You know the system with which the baggage 


transfer business is carried on. The cab sys- 
tem, which will be conducted by the same men 
will, of course, be conducted equally well. 
Open hacks, or weaslies, as you call them, are 
not suitable for the work. They are 
Lot neat, the driver is in the 
way and they do not keep out the bad weather. 
A young man can take his sweetheart to the 
theater in a cab or two business men can ride 
around and discuss the most important secrets 
inoene. The driver is out of hoaring and out of 
sight.” 
WHAT IT COSTS, 

“I suppose,” said Mr. Gurney “ihe company 
will seil six tickets fora dollar. One ticket 
costing sixteen and two-third cents would thus 
entitle you to a side from one point inside the 
city toanother. The stores will probably keep 
tickets on sale at twenty cents each. Single 
trips without tickets would be twenty-five 
cents. The hour rate would probably be sev- 
enty-five cents.” 

Mr. Gurney says he has been all over the 
country and Atlanta has the best paved straets 
outside of Boston.

STILL MOVING ALONG, 


The Gate City Gas Light Company in Good

no effect upon the company, much to the grati- 
fication of Atlantians. The oftice was opened 
yesterday morning as usual and during the bus- 
iness hours the manager, bookkeepers, clerks 
and other employes went on with their work 
as though Lawton had not skipped out. 

During the day Messrs. Hammond « Ham- 
mond, attorneysfor the New York corpora- 
tions, levied an attachment upon four thou- 
sand more shares of the stock of the company, 
supposed to be the property of Lawton, These 
papers, as well as those touching the attach- 
ment for the first thousand shares, were served 
upon Mr. Elliott, the manager, during the day 
yesterday. Thecase was returnable to the 
Fulton superior court, at the June tern, and 
cannot be tried until the December term. In 
speaking of the case yesterday, ‘‘olonel N. J. 
Hammond said: ” 

“The attachment cannot possibly have any 
effect upon the company or the business. The 
court will simply ascertain how much of the 
stock belongs to Lawton and award it to the 
parties who are entitled to it.” 

“Then the suits will not injure the com- 
pany?” 

“That appears to be almost impossible. You 
see, if you own stock in a railroad, for instance, 
and some one to Whom you are indebted 
attaches it the road goes on. So itis in this 
case. No; the company’s affairs cannot be 
bothered. Further than that, there is nothing 
new in the case.” :

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ON A TECHNICALITY. 


JOS. RAPP ESCAPES THE MESHES 
OF THE LAVYV. 


Judge Newman Orders the Jury to Find for the De- 
fendant on the Ground that tue “Nixte” Decoy 
Was Not Mailed Matter—4 Nerrow Hs- 
cape- Touching Scenes in Court. 


The case of the United States against Joseph 
W. Rapp occupied the attention of the United 


States court yesterday. 

The circumstances of this case are pretty 
well known. Rapp was, for years, chief dis- 
tributing clerk of the Atlanta postoffice, and 
was considered a faithful official. Last summer 
the postmaster began to receive complaints of the 
disappearance of letters containing money and 
other valuables and for reasons best known to 
themselves, the postoftice authorities 
suspected Rapp oof knowing more 
about these disappearances than he 
ought. The matter was turned over 
to Posteffice Inspector Booth who set about to 
find the guilty person or persons, With this 
end in view Mr. Booth prépared a decoy. It 
was a part of Rapp’s duty to inspect what are 
known as the “nixies”—the pieces of matter 
bound forthe dead letter office. These are 
pieces of matter which do not bear sufficient 
direction. The papers are opened by the “nixie” 
clerk but the letters are forwarded to Washing- 
ton. 

The decoy employed in this case was a news- 
paper and an envelope containing a marked 
dollar bill and a silver quarter. The letter 
was placed inside the paper and the whole was 
concealed in a newspaper wrapper and directed 
toa ficticious address. It was prepared by 
Mr. Booth, assisted by Superintendent Caba- 
niss, and was put by the latter in the “nixie” 
basket, where Rapp was almost certain to get 
hold of it. 

The testimony of Messrs. Booth and Caban- 
iss was to the effect that they watched the fate 
of the decoy and that the marked money was 
found on Rapp’s person. The torn fragments 
of the paper and the letter were found, show- 
ing conclusively that the decoy had been torn 
open and the money taken therefrom. 

In the trialof the case Gartrell & Ladson 
represented the defense. Their defense 
rested mainly upon the claim 
that owing to its not passing 
through the regular channels, this decoy was 
not mailed matter as contemplated by the 
statute. The mornivg was taken up in the 
submission of testimony. 

In the afternoon, counsel argued at length 
the main point upon which the case rested— 
the point raised by General Ciarirell as to 
whether or not the matter in question was 
“mailed” matter. Section 5467 of the federal 
statutes isthe one covering casesof this kind. 
The latter portion of the section covers the 
case in point, and reads: 

‘“ * = * any such person who shall steal, or 
take any of the things aforesaid out of any letter, 
packet, bag, or mail of letters which shall have 
come into his possession, either in the regular course 
of his official duties er in any other manner, what- 
ever, and provided, the same shall not have been 
delivered to the party to whom it is directed, shall 
be punished by imprisonment at hard labor for not 
less than one year nor more than five years. 

General Gartrell claimed that the irregular 
course that this decoy letter had taken showed 
that it was not mailed matter and was not 
really in the possession of the United States at 
the time it was taken. Mr. Hill, on behalf of 
the government, maintained that, in the first 
place, the matter clearly came within the scope 
of the law cited, and also that the clause 
‘‘which shall have came into his possession 
* * * jn any manner whatsoever” was in- 
tended to cover just such cases. 

During this discussion the jury had been 
absent from the courtroom. Judge Newman 
had them called back and instructed them to 
find the defendant not guilty, saying that it 
was clear in his mind that the decoy in this 
case was not mailed matter under the statute; 
that it was not regularly mailed, was not in- 
tended to be conveyed, and was placed in a 
receptacle which was not a place for mailed 
matter. 

The jury returned a verdict as instructed, 
and Rapp was free. 

A touching scene ensued. During his trial, 
Rapp sat in the midst of a group of friends, 
among whom were his wife, his father, mother, 
little brother, and several others. The moment 
Judge Newman announced his decision, Rapp’s 
wife and his mother embraced him most affec- 
tionately. Others crowned around him, con- 
gratulating him, and for ashort time there was 
a good deal of confusion. Judge Newman and 
General Gartrell furnished a good deal of 
amusement to the spectators by their efforts to 
escape the embraces of some of the most en- 
thusiaitic of the Rapp family. 

Postoffice Inspector Booth was wot pirticu- 
larly elated with the decision, although he 
congratulated Rapp upen the result. Toa 
CONSTITUTION reporter he said : , 

“Of course, I do not pretend to criticise Jadg 
Newman’s ruling, but it does seem to me 
rather funny. 1 must say that I think he is 
wrong. We secured a conviction in this very 
court, some time ago, upon a ‘nixie’ decoy, the 
cases being almost exactly similar.” 

Rapp was very generally congratulated upon 
the outcome of the trial.

A CURIOUS CASE. 

A Suit Involving Many’ Complex Legal 
Questions Tried in the Sgperior Court, | 
The superior court was engaged yesterday in 

the trial of an unusual case, involving several 

thousand dollars. 
The case was that of Ei Holland against W. 

S. Withers and Mrs. Withers. It grew ont ofa 

partnership between Withers and Hollani,who 


conducted the foundry business on Calhoun , 


street, in 1884, It seems that Withers in 1883 
owned a foundry worth about $10,000 and Hol- 
land bought a half interest in it in 1853 for 
$3,500, and the business was carried on by the 
firm of Withers & Holland for about ten 
months. Then Holland filed a bill in the supe- 
rior court for a dissolution of the partnership. 
A receiver was appointed to close ont 
the business, and sell the partnership effects, 
R. H. Knapp beitig receiver. He sold the en- 
tire property for $2,10@. Ed Holland was the 
purchaser for his father. An auditor was ap- 
pointed in the case to examine the books of the 
partnerehip and report to the court. 

Withers’s counsel filed exceptions to the re- 
port, and it was these exceptions that the jury 
was engaged in trying yesterday. One impor- 
tant exception before the jury was whether a 
certain note for $1,000, given by Hollandas a 
part of the purchase money was the property 
of Mrs. Withers or Mr. Withers, the note being 
payable to Mrs. Withers. 

Holland insisted that it belonged to Withers 
and the auditor had so reported. The jury, 
after being out about two hours, returned a 
verdict sustaining this exception and all the 
other exceptions, save one, There are other 
important exceptions to the report, some eight 
or nine in number, to be tried yet. The jury’s 
decision disposes of only one branch of the 
case. The case will be resumed next Monday 
morning. 

Miss Withers was present in the court room, 
and desired to be heard in behalf of her father 
and mother. She not being an attorney nora 
party to the suit, the court reluctantly declined 
to accord her this privilege. 

The verdict is regarded by the members of 
the bar, who were present in large numbers 
and who manifested unusual interest in the 
case, as a victory for Mr. J. C. Jenkins 
and his associate counsel, Mr. R. B., 
Trippe. The concluding argument of the 
former was pronounced a masterly effort by all 
who heard it, andhe was congratulated upon 
his effort. 

Judge Pendleton.and Messrs. Milledge and 
Smith fought hard for their side of the case. 

The jury was an exceptionally intelligent 
one, Mr. G. J, Dallas being the foreman.
